History of English Literature : ‘‘ In Manfred, as in the third canto of Childe 
Harold, we recognise the spell which the Alps exercised on Byron’s genius. 
His sense of the spiritual life of nature finds lofty expression in the songs with 
which the spirits of earth and air greet Manfred in the opening act, while the 
sublimity of the mountain scenery reacts upon the hero’s soul in somewhat the 
same way as the storm on the heath reacts upon the soul of Lear. Yet, Manfred 
is, at the same time, the child of Goethe’s Faust; Byron’s indebtedness to Goethe 
is most marked in the opening soliloquy, but, soon, the younger poet’s master- 
ful individuality breaks the spell, and in making Manfred reject the compact 
with the spirits of Arimanes, and thereby remain master of his fate, Byron 
introduces a new and eminently characteristic element into the action. In Man-

It is generally considered that Maggie and Tom Tulliver were to some extent 
portraits of the novelist and her brother : this series of sonnets is a description in 
verse of her actual childish memories. We quote two passages—from Mr. Cooker 
and Str Lesitiz STEPHEN, which indicates the extreme interest which this httle 
tract must have for all admirers of George Eliot. ‘‘ In the series of sonnets 
entitled Brother and Sister, Marian. has given some account of her early life.

After Hazlitt separated from his wife he took lodgings at 9, Southampton 
Buildings, Chancery Lane. His landlord, a Mr. Walker, had two daughters, for 
one of whom, Sarah, he conceived a strong passion. She confessed to a previous 
attachment, but, if his account be accurate, coquetted very freely with him. He 
proposed a divorce from his wife, intending when free to marry Miss Walker. He 
went to Scotland, intending to obtain a divorce under Scotch Law. However, the 
validity of these proceedings was very dubious, in view of the case of Lolley in 
1812, who was sentenced to bigamy, for doing as Hazlitt intended todo. Hazlitt, 
on returning to London, satisfied himself (as it seems) that Miss Walker had been 
all along deceiving him, and preferred a younger lover; and put together this 
strange book, ‘‘ Liber Amoris,’’ consisting of conversations between Miss Walker 
and himself, with letters to Patmore and J.S. Knowles. The mask of anonymity 
was transparent to all the persons concerned, especially as he poured out his 
grievances to anyone who would listen. De Quincey charitably calls the book an 
‘‘ explosion of frenzy,’’ necessary to ‘‘ empty his overburdened spirit.’’ The 
necessity, created by his morbid egotism, was probably not obvious to Miss 
Walker, who soon afterwards married, and about whose conduct he made state- 
ments unmanly, even if true. He was sane enough to get £100 from a publisher 
for shewing his skill in rivalling Rousseau’s ‘* Confessions.”
